is an adman who has been psychoanalyzed, has won 
the J. Taylor Spink Award as best relief pitcher in 
1981 and has written a baseball book called "The 
Pennant Race."

\ And Brosnan replied, "That WOULD tend to make
you high."

"Where in hell's the Dexamyl, Doc?" he 
yelled, early in the season. Doc said he was clean out. 
"Order some more," said Brosnan. "It looks like   
long season."
